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Censorship 
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waste of time 
LIBRARIES in the London Borough 
of Lambeth have banned Britain 
First from their newspaper Tacks. 
Though no explanation has been 
given for refusing to take the paper 
even as a gift, it is quite obviously 
part and parcel of the Establish- 
ment’s campaign to prevent the 
voice of British Nationalism from 
being heard by the British People. 

Faced with economic crisis and a 
worsening racial situation, the 
Establishment is terrified that it will 
lose its grip and that more and more 
people will turn to the National 
Front — the only party which 
understands Britain’s problems and 
has policies for their solution. 

Unperturbed by the ban, 
National Front Lambeth Branch 
members do a brisk trade selling 
Britain First in Streatham. 
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by a Special Correspondent, a prominent journalist 
on a well-known newspaper. 


ON OCTOBER 17th, one hundred and fifty journalists, news- 
paper proprieters and Black Communists assembled at the 
Kenilworth Hotel, Bloomsbury, to work out new ways of 
censoring the press and thrusting unwanted Blacks into the 


newspaper business. 


The conference was called jointly by the National Union 
of Journalists and the Community Relations Commission, 
and organised by Lionel Morrison, a light-skinned Cape 
Coloured, who is chairman of the NUJ’s Race Relations sub- 
committee. But just in case anything should go wrong, Mark 


Bonham-Carter the Chairman 
Commission, was also on hand. 

The delegates listened politely 
enough to the selection of shop- 
window Blacks who were wheeled 
out for the occasion, and were even 
broad-minded enough to giggle with 
mirth when one Black was clever 
enough to insult them by saying 
that Blacks wrote much better 
English. However, there were more 
than a few puzzled exnressions 
when the same speaker, Sam Uba, a 
sub-editor on The Times, pointed 
out that Asians did not count as 
‘Blacks’. 

Later on an Asian speaker was so 
incoherent that most delegates were 
obliged to follow his speech from 
the seminar notes, and a wealthy 
Kenyan Asian youngster from, the 
Middlesex County Times was so 
garbled that he had to be wound up 
by the Chairman. None of the dele- 
gates queried his assertion that there 
was so much discrimination around 
that he had had to get his start in 
journalism through the ‘unconven- 
tional’ channel of the Trotskyite 
Workers Press. 

However, the real nitty-gritty of 
the discussion came when several of 
the newspaper proprieters and edi- 
tors gave their suggestions for ‘im- 
proving’ the media’s attitude to 
race. Jim Rose, the Chairman of 
Penguin Books and a_ former 
Editorial Director of the West- 
minster Press combine, put forward 
the idea that the newspapers them- 
selves should deliberately sponsor 


of the Community Relations 


Blacks to study journalism at 
Harlow College of Journalism. (One 
of the principal lecturers at Harlow 
is Roger Protz, the discomforted 
one-time editor of Socialist Worker.) 
This suggestion was heartily endor- 
sed by Bonham-Carter, who prom- 
ised to organise a meeting of 
editors as soon as possible. 


CENSORSHIP 


The only ideas that were actuaily 
challenged and debated were the 
proposals that newspapers should 
censor and suppress articles which 
might have an adverse effect on 
race relations. The editor of the 
South East London Mercury Roger 
Norman, whose wife is a Negress, 
stated that he already did censor 
mugging articles and the like. How- 
ever, the Father of the Chapel (chief 
stop steward) at the Mercury stood 
up and explained to the meeting 
that the journalists at the paper 
were most unhappy with this situa- 
tion, and had already threatened 
industrial action if articles continued 
to be deliberately suppressed. 
(Needless to say, this was one indus- 
trial dispute where the executive of 
the NUJ were backing the editor 
against the workers.) 

The only editor to oppose this 
censorship was Max Wall, of the 
South London Press. For his princi- 
pled stand, Mr. Wall was continually 
insulted, attacked and interrupted

tion, welfare and social ser- 
vices,’ the members were col- 
lectively and deliberately 
breaking the existing Race 
Relations Act and challenging 
the Government to take action 
against the whole assembly. It

racial slag heap. 
Proposing the motion _ the 


National Front’s Activities Organ- 
iser, Martin Webster, said that with 
the worsening racial situation there 
may come a time when people will 
decide that “they no longer need a 
political party — they need an 
army!”

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Ship brokers going broke? 


ALL IS NOT well in the ship speculation business, it seems. 
Only a couple of years ago it was possible for ‘shipping com- 
panies’ which existed on headed notepaper only, to order oil 
tankers at a fixed price and then when the ship was ready to 
be launched some 18 months later, the vessel would be sold 
off at double the cost, thanks to spiralling inflation and con- 
sistant demand for bigger and better vessels. 


Now the situation has done a 
complete turnaround. World demand 
for oil has dropped so drastically in 
the past year that now more than 
sixty super tankers are laid up in 
various ports around the globe. 

This has meant that the ship 
speculators who have already placed 
orders for more ships are now left 
with a liability on their hands rather 
than a potentially highly profitable 
asset. The scramble to drop these 
hot potatoes has meant that many 
yards, including several in Britain, 
have been left holding the baby. 

Only a few weeks ago on Tyne- 
side the 261,000 ton oil tanker 
Tyne Pride was launched without 
champagne, ceremony or enthu- 
siasm. Nobody in the Swan Hunter 
yard is saying what the vessel act- 
ually cost to build, but it is now up 
for sale with a price tag of £13m. 
(o.n.o.). The order was placed by a 
company called Swan Maritime, 
which although part-owned by Swan 
Hunter themselves, is controlled by 
an Israel-based group known as 
Maritime Fruit Carriers. MFC’s joint 
managing directors are Yaacov 
Meridor and Mila Brener, who in 


the early 1950’s had both been 
engaged in anti-British terrorist 
activities. Brener was a gun runner 
and Meridor deputy commander of 
the Irgun. 

However, past differences were 
swept under the carpet when Brener 
and Meridor arrived on the depres- 
sed British ship-building scene two 
years ago and splashed out orders 
worth £500 million to yards around 
the country. Nobody knew much 
about them, but yard managers 
were so relieved to have their order 
books full that they neglected to 
question whether MFC could act- 
ually pay for the ships when they 
were ready to be launched. In fact 
the MFC company had capital of 
only $31 million, but its borrow- 
ings had escalated to $250 million 
and were rising fast. As Mila Brener 
told Forbes magazine in 1972, “We 
managed to create capital without 
having it. That is our special talent, 
more than shipping or any other 
business.” 

Times have now changed so rad- 
ically that the Israelis are now trying 
to cancel out on all their orders 
and leave the British yards and the 


government to pick up the pieces. 
Twelve of the ships on Swan 
Hunter’s books are MFC orders. 
(Three others are booked to Nikreis 
Maritime, a mysterious outfit with 
Soviet connections based in the 
exotic ‘off-shore’ location of the 
Cayman Islands.) Agreement has 
already been reached between Swan 
Hunter, the Government and the 
Israelis that if the remaining ships 
are cancelled, then the Government 
will step in to finance at least two 
tankers from the Exchequer. But 
since there is no longer any demand 
for these ships, and tanker values 
are going down, this will mean that 
even if the tankers are actually sold 
when they are completed, the tax- 
payer will have to make up the sub- 
stantial difference between their 
cost and their selling price. 

Over at Harland & Wolff’s yard 
in Belfast, three out of the six orders 
which were placed by MFC have 
been cancelled by the yard, much 
to the Israelis’ relief. This was 
because H&W anticipated making a 
substantial loss on their construc- 
tion, due to fixed-price contracting. 
The future of the remaining three 
orders is also in doubt, but it is pos- 
sible that as on Tyneside, the UK 
government will step in to finance 
their construction, to offset the 
chronic unemployment which pla- 
gues both Northern Ireland and the 
North-East.

THE CROWN AGENTS, set up to 
promote overseas development, are 
now technically insolvent and are 
to be brought under full Govern- 
ment control, after a history of 140 
years independence. 

Although the main function of 
the Agents always used to be pur- 
chasing and recruiting for overseas 
governments, in recent years they 
have become deeply involved in 
fringe secondary banking and loans 
to property companies, some of 
which have collapsed. 

The Agents had £200 million 
invested in property, including the 
Stern property empire, which col- 
lapsed at the beginning of 1974. 
They had a large stake in London & 
County Securities which was wound 
up in March this year, despite having 
had the backing of Jeremy Thorpe 
(director), G. Caplan (chairman) 
and R. Patel (deputy chairman). 

The Agents also got their fingers 
burnt with the Burston Group of 
merchant banks, which collapsed in 


‘February, although it too had con- 


siderable Establishment support in 
the form of its deputy-chairman, 
Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen the one- 
time Lord Mayor of London and 
executive member of the British 
Field Sports Society.

A recent Zionist Federation con- 
ference expressed profound distress 
at the growth of “‘fascist movements 
in Britain” and resolved to play a 
full part in efforts to “remove such 
a threat to the well-being of the 
Anglo-Jewish community.” 

The reference to “fascist move- 
ments”’ is a meaningless smear which 
Zionists apply to all other Racial 
Nationalists except themselves. In 
fact the Zionist Federation confer- 
ence was the victim of an outburst 
of “fascist”? violence from within 
its own ranks. 

Although a motion urging the 
Israeli Government to “give full 
recognition to the right to self- 
determination to the Palestinians” 
was defeated by a large majority, it 
so enraged some Herut members 
present that they eventually got 
involved in a punch-up with the 
proposers of the motion.

Chaos in Angola: Lessons for Rhodesia 


IN JANUARY of this year, the Portuguese government decided 
to set up a transitional government in Angola and gradually 
hand over power to the three terrorist movements, the MPLA, 
FNLA and UNITA. November 11th was named as Indepen- 
dence Day. Unfortunately Angola has had a far from smooth 
transition to independence. Fighting soon broke out amongst 
the ‘liberation movements’ and has continued to the present 
day, so that now Angola is on the verge of civil war. 

In May, at least 500 people were killed when the FNLA 
and the Marxist MPLA clashed in Luanda, Angola’s capital. 
It is believed that up to 1000 may have died. Fighting con- 
tinued in other parts of Angola until early June, when a 
further 200 people were killed in the space of a week in 
Luanda. Mid-July saw another 300 dead and over 1000 injured 
in Luanda after five days of fierce fighting. So far this year 
there have been no less than seven ceasefires, but these seem 
merely to give the various groups a breathing space before they 
begin to kill off each other (and the population of Angola) 


with renewed enthusiasm. 

The breakdown in communica- 
tions makes it no longer possible to 
estimate how many are dying in 
clashes between the terrorist groups. 
Hospitals have at times been unable 
to cope with the numbers of 
wounded pouring in, and corpses 
are often left to rot in the streets, 
especially in the agricultural towns 
where most of the population has 
fled. Portugal has 24,000 troops in 
Angola but they have not been able 
to keep control. Some troops due 
to be flown out to Angola from 
Lisbon have simply refused to go. 

Food is extremely scarce in 
Luanda, where shops have little left 
to sell. There is plenty of food out- 
side Luanda, but a fuel shortage 
and the extent of the fighting have 
prevented it getting through in 
sufficient quantities. Food convoys 
have been looted. 14,000 tons of 
wheat was shipped into Luanda in 


The FNLA have accused the MPLA 
of raping and burning children 
alive. The MPLA have accused their 
rivals of cannibalism, saying they 
have found “hearts, livers and other 
human organs, bottles of blood and 
rice mixed with human bones” in 
FNLA camps. 

The situation in Angola has led 
to a mass exodus of Whites, upon 
whom the country’s prosperity 
depends. About 100,000 of the 
500,000 strong White population 
have already left, and plans are 
afoot to evacuate another 300,000 
before Independence Day in 
November. Between 2,500 and 
3,000 people a day were expected 
to be flown out, but fuel shortages 
have made this impossible. This has 
led to massive protest rallies by 
Whites, complaining that they are 
being evacuated too slowly. Fearful

was only able to get under control 
after 11 people had been shot dead. 
In an ANC meeting (where ZANU 
and ZAPU were in uneasy alliance), 
a ZANU executive member was 
thrown through a window when 
there was a disagreement. In Sep- 
tember, factional fighting broke out 
amongst ZANU supporters 
stationed over the border in Zambia. 
Eleven guerrillas were killed before 
the Zambian Army restored order. 
A Zambian soldier was speared to 
death. 

It is clear that should Ian Smith 
even agree to ‘majority rule’ 
(whether this be granted immedi- 
ately or some time in the future) 
power would inevitably fall into the 
hands of terrorists like ZANU and 
ZAPU, as those are the best 
organised and most powerful 
groups militarily. Portugal saw that 
no other groups but the terrorist 
organisations could organise a 
government, and Rhodesia will be 
driven to the same conclusion. 
Whether or not that government 
would be more than just a panto- 
mime is another matter. 
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meaningless to an African popu- 
lation without political conscious- 
ness in the sense that we would 
understand it. ZANU—ZAPU clashes 
after ‘majority rule’ would lead to a 
White exodus, as in Angola, and 
thereafter the economy would 
collapse. In addition, it is certain 
that those White Rhodesians re- 
maining would put up more of a 
fight than White Angolans did, 
bringing the danger of a widespread 
massacre of Europeans. 


SOUTH AFRICAN PRESSURE 


Many White Rhodesian poli- 
ticians see this only too well, and 
yet the Prime Minister, Ian Smith, 
has been tempted to take the first 
steps to disaster by contemplating 
some sort of agreement with the 
ANC, the political front for the 
terrorist groups. Why is this? The 
main reason seems to be pressure 
from South Africa. South Africa 
has decided to ‘normalise’ relations 
with Black Africa. To gain Black 
support to the north, Mr. Vorster 
has used his influence to push Ian 
Smith to the conference table. As 
Rhodesia is economically dependent 
on South Africa, the pressure 
Vorster has been able to exert is 
considerable. 

A factor undermining Rhodesia’s 
ability to resist South African 
pressure is its own political muddle. 

The Portuguese in Africa 
adopted a policy of multi-racialism, 
encouraging intermarriage and cul- 
tural assimilation. Dr. Salazar said 
in 1967 “Multi-racialism is a Por- 
tuguese creation...The only 
probability of success for the new 
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that Whites always lose control of 
such timetables, and seems to be 
saying “You’ve accepted the prin- 
ciple of Black rule, so why not get 
it over with and have it now?” 

Ian Smith, alarmed at the con- 
sequences of his own policy, has 
also made statements to the effect 
that there will never be majority 
rule in Rhodesia, hence causing 
confusion as to exactly what his 
policy is! The weakness of Rhode- 
sian policy is that it cannot give 
even limited political power to 
educated Blacks without putting in 
danger the White Rhodesian’s 
power over his own affairs. South 
Africa on the other hand has stated 
that Blacks will never rule over 
White South Africans, only over 
their own people; this means South 
Africa is able to give power to 
educated Blacks without threaten- 
ing the European’s position. 


SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT 


Some far-sighted politicians in 
Rhodesia have seen this weakness 
and at a recent Rhodesian Front 
congress there was a proposal that 
there should be a confederation in 
Rhodesia consisting of one White- 
ruled state and two states ruled by 
Blacks. The advantage of such an 
arrangement would be that Rhodesia 
would not be forced to choose 
between stifling all Black political 
aspirations and accepting majority 
tule. In Rhodesia, as in South 
Africa, there would be no need to 
give immediate self-determination 
to Blacks in their own areas — res- 
ponsible Africans would be trained 


for government tasks over a period 
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with renewed enthusiasm. 

The breakdown in communica- 
tions makes it no longer possible to 
estimate how many are dying in 
clashes between the terrorist groups. 
Hospitals have at times been unable 
to cope with the numbers of 
wounded pouring in, and corpses 
are often left to rot in the streets, 
especially in the agricultural towns 
where most of the population has 
fled. Portugal has 24,000 troops in 
Angola but they have not been able 
to keep control. Some troops due 
to be flown out to Angola from 
Lisbon have simply refused to go. 

Food is extremely scarce in 
Luanda, where shops have little left 
to sell. There is plenty of food out- 
side Luanda, but a fuel shortage 
and the extent of the fighting have 
prevented it getting through in 
sufficient quantities. Food convoys 
have been looted. 14,000 tons of 
wheat was shipped into Luanda in 
early August but there was no-one 
to unload it as the port was para- 
lysed. At times, many parts of 
Luanda have been without water 
and uncollected rubbish lines the 
streets. 

The Portuguese have realised 
that the transitional government is 
no longer functioning and have 
taken over administrative control of 
Angola, although it is not clear 
what practical difference this has 
made. The acting High Commis- 
sioner, General Ferreira de Macedo 
has talked of the social and eco- 
nomic collapse of Angola. A year 
ago the economy was booming. In 
spite of the troubled state of 
Angola, the Portuguese recently 
announced that they will withdraw 
all their troops by Independence 
Day. 


CANNIBALISM 


Over one million people have 
been displaced from their homes, 
most of them fleeing from the 
fighting or looking for food. Those 
on the move have to put up with 
murder, arson, rape and looting. 


The FNLA have accused the MPLA 
of raping and burning children 
alive. The MPLA have accused their 
rivals of cannibalism, saying they 
have found “hearts, livers and other 
human organs, bottles of blood and 
rice mixed with human bones” in 
FNLA camps. 

The situation in Angola has led 
to a mass exodus of Whites, upon 
whom the country’s prosperity 
depends. About 100,000 of the 
500,000 strong White population 
have already left, and plans are 
afoot to evacuate another 300,000 
before Independence Day in 
November. Between 2,500 and 
3,000 people a day were expected 
to be flown out, but fuel shortages 
have made this impossible. This has 
led to massive protest rallies by 
Whites, complaining that they are 
being evacuated too slowly. Fearful 
of not getting out in time, a reported 
30,000 Whites are making for the 
safety of South West Africa, which 
is administered by the Republic of 
South Africa. British, Canadian and 
American citizens have all been ad- 
vised to leave Angola, which seems 
to be heading for a bleak future. 
The situation is being aggravated 
by the Soviets and the Chinese, 
who are arming rival factions. The 
main offender, the USSR, has sup- 
plied the MPLA with armoured 
cars, lorries, mortars, rockets, 
machine guns, rifles, hand grenades 
and explosives. 


LESSONS FOR RHODESIA 


The lesson of what has happened 
to Angola after it was handed over 
to so-called ‘liberation’ movements 
should be heeded by Rhodesia. At 
the moment Ian Smith is being en- 
couraged to negotiate with ‘Black 
Nationalist’ groups like the ANC, 
ZANU and ZAPU to decide the 
future of his country. In June, the 
rival groups, ZANU and ZAPU were 
engaged in a riot in Highfield African 
township, which the Rhodesian 
police force (this is mainly Black) 


a Z4ANU execulive member was 
thrown through a window when 
there was a disagreement. In Sep- 
tember, factional fighting broke out 
amongst ZANU supporters 
stationed over the border in Zambia. 
Eleven guerrillas were killed before 
the Zambian Army restored order. 
A Zambian soldier was speared to 
death. 

It is clear that should Ian Smith 
even agree to ‘majority rule’ 
(whether this be granted immedi- 
ately or some time in the future) 
power would inevitably fall into the 
hands of terrorists like ZANU and 
ZAPU, as those are the best 
organised and most powerful 
groups militarily. Portugal saw that 
no other groups but the terrorist 
organisations could organise a 
government, and Rhodesia will be 
driven to the same conclusion. 
Whether or not that government 
would be more than just a panto- 
mime is another matter. 

ZANU and ZAPU at the moment 
are enjoying a certain amount of 
political respectability, but it must 
never be forgotten just what kind 
of organisations these are. ZANU 
and ZAPU are the Communist- 
trained terrorist groups who have 
murdered over 300 civilians, mostly 
Africans, in the past couple of years. 
Here are just two extracts from the 
booklet Anatomy of Terror telling 
of terrorist atrocities: “January 
30th, 1974 — Mt. Darwin district. 
Anna, an innocent woman, whose 
upper lip was pulled with a pair of 
pliers and hacked off with a rusty 
bayonet, by terrorists.” 

“May 6th, 1974 — Chiweshe 
area. After assaulting two tribesmen, 
terrorists stripped an African tribes- 
man Asima, beat him with rifle 
butts and hacked his feet off with 
an axe. He was left for dead.” 

It can be seen from the above 
that ZANU and ZAPU are quite 
capable of the savagery of their 
Angolan counterparts, and would 
be more than equal to the task of 
destroying Rhodesia if ever power

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The myth of African Nationalism 


THE NATIONAL FRONT, besides being fully dedicated to 
the cause of Nationalism for Britain, also believes that other 
nations around the World should be nationalistic and put the 
interests of their people first. That is why we support the 
Eastern European people in their struggle to overthrow their 


Communist masters. 


Contrary to what the Internationalists say, Nationalism is 
not the cause of wars, but is the only peaceful way for nations 
to co-exist. Under Nationalism, each nation looks after its 
own people and lets neighbouring nations do the same. Under 
Internationalism and its twin, Imperialism, one set of people 
impose their will on others, thus causing friction, resentment 


and wars. 

However, Nationalism can only 
exist if a nation exists. And a 
nation can only exist if certain 
pre-requisites are met. A nation 
must have its own ethnic identity. 
It must have a recogniseable cul- 
ture. And it must usually have its 


own geographic area of traditional 
occupation. 

But there is one part of the 
World where national boundaries 
bear no relation whatever to any of 
these pre-requisites — the continent 
of Africa. Africa is divided up into 
fifty ‘nations’, some tiny like The 
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Gambia and some vast like Zaire. 
They are the inheritors of the Euro- 
pean Empires, which carved up 
Africa in the nineteenth century, 
regardless of ethnic and cultural 
boundaries. Tribes straddle two or 
even three states. Some states con- 
tain dozens of different tribes, 
speaking hundreds of different lang- 
uages and dialects. 

Naturally, the emergence of such 
‘nations’ has meant that Africa has 
been ridden with civil wars and 
tribal massacres, as one tribe tries 
to assert its authority over the 
others. 

There is not one independent 
Black country in Africa that is run 
on the one-man, one-vote system. 

Neither is there one Black coun- 
try that has escaped civil war or 
coup d’etat. Some have had them 
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several times over. 

Meanwhile in South Africa and 
Rhodesia, White rule has meant 
that the Africans are treated respect- 
fully, by respecting their tribal 
affiliations. South Africa does not 
try to mix Africans with Indians, or 
Zulu with Hottentots. The home- 
lands in South Africa are organised 
along ethnic, tribal lines, and each 
is to a very large extent autonomous, 
each tribe being responsible (to a 
certain extent) for law and order 
and welfare. The only friction 
occurs when different tribes are 
allowed to mix in the cities and 
mining complexes. But by and large, 
South Africa is a stable country, 
unafflicted by the chaos and bloody 
anarchy that reigns north of the 
Zambesi. 

Surely, therefore, it is time that

Black Africa followed the example 
of South Africa, and re-organised 
themselves along more realistic, 
tribal lines.

the U.S.A..but if we would examine the prospects for its 
wider application in Britain. 

Bussing isn’t exclusive to the United States. It goes on 
in the London Borough of Ealing, for example, where some 
53 large coaches collect 3,000 children from the centre of 
Southall every weekday morning in order to bus them to 
primary schools in other parts of the Borough. It costs well 
over £200,000 a year. 

Southall was once a pleasant 
‘market town’. Since the early 
1960s, however, it has been inun- 
dated with countless numbers of 
Asian immigrants. The influx was 
first started by the Woolf Rubber 
Company which — following the 
passing of the Labour Party’s 1948 
British Nationality Act — sent agents 
to India in order to recruit cheap 
foreign labour instead of paying a 
decent wage to British workers. 
The company has since gone bust 
but the Asians live on. 

Thanks to the treason of succes- 
sive Labour and Tory Governments 
and the greed of Big Business, 
Southall is now a foreign town. Its 
cinemas are all Asian, its shops are 
mostly Asian and its population is 
Asian. It is a place of strange dress, 
strange habbits and strange lang- 
uages. Even signposts are painted in 
Asian dialects.

AT THE end of October, over a 
dozen National Front activists 
picketed Chatham House, the home 
of the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs in protest against 
the first formal meeting of the 
Anglo-Soviet ‘Round Table’ group. 

Although this particular body 
was activated after a trip to Moscow 
by Wilson and Callaghan earlier this 
year, it is but one of a long line of 
such outfits promoted by Chatham 
House and its ‘American’ counter- 
part, the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. (In fact ‘Round Table’ was 
the original title of the Chatham 
House/CFR complex). 

In keeping with the traditions of 
Chatham House, where according 
to Richard Gott of The Guardian 
“the atmosphere is thick with East 
European accents’, no press repor- 
ters were admitted to the meeting 
and no press statements issued. 

The ‘British’ delegation consisted 
of ten cosmopolitans selected by 
Chatham House. The delegation 
was led by Andrew Shonfield, dir- 
ector of Chatham House, and inelu- 


Sandland and Andrew Brons who 
did not have to seek election this 
year. j 

At the first meeting of the new 
National Directorate Kingsley Read 
was elected Chairman and Andrew 
Fountaine Deputy-Chairman, while 
Andrew Brons, Martin Webster, 
Carl Lane and Richard Lawson 
were elected to serve with them as 
the Executive Council. 

(The ban against John Tyndall 
being a member of the Executive 
Council which was imposed by a 
Disciplinary Tribunal earlier this 
year was lifted before any elec- 
tions took place.) 

Martin Webster was elected 
Chairman of the Activities and Pub- 
licity Departments, Richard Lawson 
was elected Chairman of the Admin- 
istration Department, Carl Lane 
was elected Chairman of the 
Finance Department, Peter Holland 
was elected Chairman of the Branch 
Development Department, Robin 
May was elected Chairman of a 
newly created Elections Depart- 
ment, and John Tyndall was elected 
chairman of the Policy Department. 

Andrew Brons was elected Chair- 
man of the N.F. Students’ Associa- 
tion, but the N.F.S.A. — as well as 
the National Front Trade Unionists 
— was disestablished as a Depart- 
ment of the National Directorate. 
This merely alters their constitu- 
tional status, and allows a non- 
Directorate member to be appointed 
to chair them. No chairman has yet 
been appointed to head the N.F. 
Trade Unionists. 


NATIONAL FRONT A.G.M. 


IT was predicted that this year’s 
Annual General Meeting of the 
National Front would possibly be 
the most important one in the 
movement’s history, and that its 
outcome would decide the course

HEMEL HEMPSTEAD 


EIGHTY National Front mem- 
bers went to heckle an _anti- 
Rhodesian meeting at Hemel Hemp- 
stead in Hertfordshire. 

After a few minutes of heckling 
N.F. activist Sean O’Hogan deman- 
ded that the pro-Rhodesian point 
of view should be put from the 
platform. The chairman of the 
meeting first agreed but then chan- 
ged his mind, somewhat annoying 
the N.F. members present. 

When notorious White-hater 
Peter Hain tried to speak he was 
loudly booed, slow handclapped, 
and reminded of his connection 
with the Harris bomb case in which 
a Hain family friend murdered an 
innocent woman and maimed her 
grand-daughter for life. 

A spokesman from the Z.A.N.U. 
Black terrorist organisation next 
tried to speak but was drowned 
out. 

Sean O’Hogan then mounted the 
platform to the rapturous applause 
of the vast majority of the audience. 
Before he could begin to speak, 
however, Peter Hain tried to stop 
him. The Z.A.N.U. terrorist then 
gave a ‘Black Power’ clenched fist 
salute. 

This provocation caused the 
body of the hall to erupt into 
chants of “White Power’. A few 
local liberals fled the hall and the 


amongst local people was so great 
that manv had to be turned away 
at the doors. 

The Chairman of the N.F.’s 
National Directorate, Kingsley Read 
said that the proposed new race 
laws must be smashed in the same 
way as the Trade Union movement 
smashed the Industrial Relations 
Bill. If such laws came into effect 
they would steal away our country 
from us and our children. 

The meeting, which was chaired 
by Peter Comish, is the first of a 
series of meetings which the N.F. is 
organising in order to expose the 
Government’s White Paper on race 
relations.

AT THE end of October, over a 
dozen National Front activists 
picketed Chatham House, the home 
of the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs in protest against 
the first formal meeting of the 
Anglo-Soviet ‘Round Table’ group. 

Although this particular body 
was activated after a trip to Moscow 
by Wilson and Callaghan earlier this 
year, it is but one of a long line of 
such outfits promoted by Chatham 
House and its ‘American’ counter- 
part, the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. (In fact ‘Round Table’ was 
the original title of the Chatham 
House/CFR complex). 

In keeping with the traditions of 
Chatham House, where according 
to Richard Gott of The Guardian 
“the atmosphere is thick with East 
European accents”, no press repor- 
ters were admitted to the meeting 
and no press statements issued. 

The ‘British’ delegation consisted 
of ten cosmopolitans selected by 
Chatham House. The delegation 
was led by Andrew Shonfield, dir- 
ector of Chatham House, and inclu- 
ded Lord Kearton, chairman of the 
British National Oil Corporation, 
Michael Kaser, of St. Anthony’s 
College Oxford, Andrew Knight, 
editor of The Economist, Roderick 
McFarquhar, Labour MP for Belper, 
Sir Eric Roll, chairman of S.G. 
Warburg, president of Political & 
Economic Planning and a director 
of Chrysler UK and the Bank of 
England, Hugh Scanlon president of 
the AUEW, Lord Shackleton, a 
director of Rio Tinto Zinc, lan 
Smart, director of studies at Chat- 
ham House, Lord Trevelyan, chair- 
man of Chatham House and John 
Pinder, a director of PEP.

IT was predicted that this year’s 
Annual General Meeting of the 
National Front would possibly be 
the most important one in the 
movement’s history, and that its 
outcome would decide the course 
of the movement for years to come. 

In order to end once and for all 
certain matters of controversy with- 
in the party the National Directorate 
had allowed various motions to go 
forward to the A.G.M. for debate, 
even though the Directorate did not 
itself necessarily support them. 

The motions in question con- 
cerned proposed changes to the 
N.F.’s Constitution, and took up 
most of the day’s business. 

The first constitutional amend- 
ment sought to do away with the 
safeguard requiring a two-thirds 
majority vote to change the con- 
stitution. This motion itself re- 
quired a two-thirds majority to be 
passed. In the event this motion 
failed to get even a simple majority, 
being defeated by 555 votes to 
481. 

The second important constitu- 
tional amendment was a proposal 
to give the Chairman of the National 
Directorate supreme authority over 
the party.

grand-daughter for life. 

A spokesman from the Z.A.N.U. 
Black terrorist organisation next 
tried to speak but was drowned 
out. 

Sean O’Hogan then mounted the 
platform to the rapturous applause 
of the vast majority of the audience. 
Before he could begin to speak, 
however, Peter Hain tried to stop 
him. The Z.A.N.U. terrorist then 
gave a ‘Black Power’ clenched fist 
salute. 

This provocation caused the 
body of the hall to erupt into 
chants of “White Power’. A few 
local liberals fled the hall and the 
chairman closed the meeting. 

The platform party stood up, 
linked arms and sang the J/nter- 
nationale, to which the N.F. mem- 
bers replied with the National 
Anthem. 

This was too much for Peter 
Hain who had to be escorted from 
the hall. The meeting was then 
brought to a successful conclusion 
with a collection on behalf of Hemel 
Hempstead N.F. Group.

GLOBAL FEINT 


Global Reach: The Power of Multi- 
national Corporations by Richard 
J. Barnet and Ronald E. Muller. 
(Simon and Schuster, New York, 
1974.) 


GLOBAL REACH is about the 
power of multinational corpora- 
tions, and it has some interesting 
comments to make on the general 
theme. It points out, for example, 
that if we compare the annual sales 
of corporations with the gross 
national product of countries for 
1973, we discover that General 
Motors is bigger than Switzerland, 
Pakistan and South Africa; that 
Royal Dutch Shell is bigger than 
Iran, Venezuela, and Turkey; and 
that Goodyear Tire is bigger than 
Saudi Arabia. 

Staggering as these facts are, it 
is rather their implication that 
concerns us here. As the authors 
explain: “The men who run the 
global corporations are the first 
in history with the organization, 
technology, money and ideology 
to make a credible try at mana- 
ging the world as an integrated 
unit.” 

In another highly illuminating

passage the authors help to under- 
line the way in which the ‘nation- 
state’ is being squeezed by a pincer 
movement between International 
Capitalism and International Com- 
munism: “Jacques Maisonrouge (an 
IBM executive) likes to point out 
that ““Down with Borders”, a revolu- 
tionary student slogan of the 1968 
Paris university uprising — in which 
some of his children were involved 
— is also a welcome slogan at IBM.” 

There is undoubtedly much truth 
in what the authors have to say, 
but the people they deal with are 
essentially small fry in the struggle 
for world power. This is very likely 
connected with the fact that one 
of the book’s two authors, Richard 
Barnet, is a member of the Council 
on Foreign Relations. 

As students of the international 
capitalist complex will know, the 
Council on Foreign Relations grew 
out of one of the first projects to 
promote internationalism as a tool 
of a financial-academic elite. 

To read Global Reach is worth- 
while, but to regard it as the reposi- 
tory of the whole truth would be a 
dangerous illusion.

Open Door on the 
‘Psychohistorians’ 


SOME foreign sounding figures are grouped around a table 
planning and discussing how they will organise and manipulate 
the world’s conflicts.

horror film? 


Well, not quite, for these academics were appearing on 
BBC 2’s Open Door in which various groups are allowed to 
present their own programme. This was not fantasy but fact. 


The programme which was first 
broadcast on Saturday, September 
27th, was presented by Dr. Frances 
Pinter and Bram Oppenheim and 
was produced on behalf of the 
Conflict Research Society which 
is based at 158 North Gower St., 
London NW1. 

The programme, which for some 
reason seemed disproportionately 
obsessed with Nazi Germany and 
the modern day Middle East situa- 
tion, dealt with the analysis and 
channelling of conflict. The causes 
of conflict were divided into per- 
sonal, dynamic and_ structural. 
Racial factors were not as such 
mentioned though perhaps this was 
one of the major keys to world 
history which for some reason the 
programme’s presenters were not so 
keen to draw attention to. 

The second part of the pro- 
gramme took the form of an ‘open 
ended dialogue’ between Professor 
Hilary Rose, ex-diplomat Ian Smart 
of the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs (Chatham House), 
Dr. Wolf Mendl of King’s College, 
London, and the rather less razor 
sharp witted Dr. Chris Mitchell. 

It was quite clear from the com- 
ments and the commentary that 
although the Society frowned on 
the conflict in Vietnam and Nor- 


Hilary Rose outlined her mili- 
tantly pro-Vietcong views and prai- 
sed their “glorious victory”’. 

The reactionary ‘Right-winger’ 
may contemptuously brush aside 
these late night BBC 2 programmes 
as a load of intellectual drivel. 

Nationalists with an intelligent 
understanding, on the other hand, 
will realize that we are up against a 
whole horde of expert social scien- 
tists who draw on all the resources 
of psychology and economics, pro- 
ject these on a mathematical basis, 
and use the statistical extrapolations 
thus gained to forsee future trends.

Broadly speaking, the NF supports private enterprise as the 
most dynamic and efficient form of industrial operation; but it 
advocates clearly defined limits to the function of private industry 
and commerce, determined by the national and public good. 

Of all sections of the economy, that in which the NF supports 
the firmest public control is finance and banking. It regards the 
uncontrolled flow of money and credit into the economy, exercised 
by private financial interests, as the greatest single cause of inflation. 
It proposes state control of all credit, which will prohibit banks 
from issuing loans in excess of money on deposit, and grant to the 
Bank of England — under firm government supervision — sole right 
to create new credit for the economy, which will take into account 
yearly increases in actual national wealth measured in goods and 
services.

The programme, which for some 
reason seemed disproportionately 
obsessed with Nazi Germany and 
the modern day Middle East situa- 
tion, dealt with the analysis and 
channelling of conflict. The causes 
of conflict were divided into per- 
sonal, dynamic and _ structural.

Were we to 
end their virtual monopoly of this 
science, taking it up ourselves and 
adding the important but seldom 
mentioned factor of Race, we could 
ensure that we do not become a 
mere player in a game of political 
Rollerball* where the rules are 
determined by a hidden hand behind 


the scenes.
